7, 1867, a pair of resolutions 
were introduced calling for 
Judiciary Committee investi- 
gations and impeachment ofthe 
President. However, the House, 
by a 57-108 vote December 7, 
1867, rejected a committee re- 
Solution impeaching the Presi- 
dent, primarily because no spe- 
cific crime was alleged tohave 
been committed. 

Radical Republican opposi- 
tion to Johnson continued to run 
high however, because he con- 
tinued to interfer with the ef- 
forts of Federal Commanders 
to enforce the military recon- 
Struction procedures directed 
against white landowners inthe 
South and others. Johnson 
opposed the 14th Amendment 
and had virtually advised Ala- 
bama against ratifying it. 

There were numerous other 
events that led to Johnson’s 
eventual impeachment, but the 
formal case was his disregard 
of a non-criminal statute, the 
Tenure of Office Act. With 
tension mounting over John- 
son’s reluctant attitude to pun- 
ish the South during recon- 
struction, Congress had passed 
the act to forbid the President 
from removing Radical Repub- 
licans from their appointed of- 
fices. Johnson believed theact 
to be unconstitutional, so he 
vetoed it. Congress nonethe- 
less mustered the necessary 
two-thirds to override the veto 
March 2, 1867, and the stage 
was set for conflict. 

On January 22, 1868, the 
House, by a 99-31 vote adopted 
a resolution authorizing the 
Committee on Reconstruction 
to “inquire what combinations 
have been made or attempted 
to be made to obstruct the due 
execution of the laws...” To 
help the committee, the House, 
on February 10, 1868, referred 
to it the impeachment evidence 
gathered in 1867. Then, on Feb- 
Tuary 21st, Johnson formally 

dismissed Secretary of War 
Edwin Stanton, a leading Radi- 
cal sympathizer and the key 
element in the enforcement of 
vicious reconstruction, The 
dismissal violated the Tenure 
of Office Act which required 
Senate concurrence in the re- 
moval, as well as the appoint- 
ment, of certain officers, and 
which made violation of the act 
a “high misdemeanor.” 

The Radical Republicans 
had laid their trap well. The 
day after Johnson moved 
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against Stanton, the Committee 
on Reconstruction recommend- 
ed impeachment of the Presi- 
dent. And, on February 24, 
1868, the House, by a 128-47 
vote adopted a committee re- 
Solution impeaching Johnson, 
and by a 124-42 vote, appoint- 
ed a committee to draw up art- 
icles of impeachment. 
‘series of votes March second 
and third, the House adopted 
the articles, charging the Pre- 
sident with violating the Tenure 
of Office Act and attacking 
Congress in a series of spee- 
ches. : 

The impeachment trial 
Opened March 30, 1868. There 
were seven House Managers 
who presented the House case 
against Johnson to the Senate. 
The President did not appear 
at the trial, but was represent- 
ed by a team of lawyers headed 
by Henry Standbery, who had 
resigned as Attorney General 
to lead the defense. 

After weeks of argument, 
and testimony, the Senate, May. 
16, 1868, took a test vote on 
Article XI, a general, catch- 
all charge ,regarding “harran- 
gues” against Congress, th- 
ought by the House Managers 
most likely to produce a vote 
for conviction. The drama of 
that vote has become legendary. 
With 36 “guilty’s” needed for 
conviction, the final count 
was guilty, 35, not guilty, 19. 
Stunned by the setback, Senate 
Opponents of the President 
postponed further voting until 
May 26, 1868. Votes were 
then taken on Articles two and 
three which dealt with the vio- 
lation of the Tenure of Office 
Act. By identical 35-19 votes, 
Johnson was acquitted on these 
charges. 

To head off further defeats 
for Johnson opponents, Senator 
George Williams of Oregon 
moved to adjourn Sine Die, and 
the motion was adopted 35-16, 
abruptly ending the trial. 

As well as showing how the 
impeachment process works, 
the trial of Andrew Johnson 
is also the best example of 
how the Congress ofthe day can 
arbitrarily decide to impeach 
a President because his opin- 
ions are not the opinions of 
the majority of the Congress. 
However, the final outcome of 
the Johnson trial also makes 
it clear that impeachment must 
not be a political tool for ar- 
bitrary removal ofa President.

Channel catfish is one of the 
most desirable species of fish 
to raise commercially. It sur- 
vives well and converts feed 
more economically than any 
other species. Some experi- 
ments have shown feed convers- 
ion rates as low as 1.25 pounds 
of feed per pound of fish. The 
average is less than 2.5 to 1. 
Beef requires about 8 pounds 
of feed per pound of beef, which 
Suggest that fish should be a 
cheaper source Of protein, 


The future development of an 
important commercial catfish 
industry in Coffee County will 
probably depend on the estab- 
lishment of adequate and dep- 
endable marketing channels. 
This will result in a much lar- 
ger proportion of fish moving 
into commercial markets thr- 
ough processing plants. These 
hew processing plants will also 
boost the economy of our area 
by employing local people to do 
the work required in processing 
these fsh.

PEANUT HARVESTING 


Sometime after the middle 
of August Coffee County pea- 
nut growers usually begin 
thinking about harvesting. 
Trips will be made to the 
peanut field more frequently 
to pull up vines not only to 
examine them but to check 
on the maturity of the nuts. 
Growers who are using the 
newer and better fungicides 
and applying them properly are 
able to keep vines in shape 


longer. This means that the 
peanuts can remain in the 
ground longer and mature 


more. 

Anderson Peanut Company 
in Opp tells me that they us- 
ually get their first peanuts 
of the season from western 
Coffee County, and in most 
cases these peanuts are im- 
mature and are not ready for 
harvest. It is always difficult 
to know exactly when to dig 
peanuts, but most farmers do 
an excellent job of determining 
the best time. Those who ex- 
amine their peanuts frequent- 
ly are in a better position to 
know when to harvest than 
those who simply drive by the 
field and look at the peanuts. 

Peanuts will probably be 
close to a $9 million crop in 
Coffee County this year. The 
mid-August report estimates 
that the yield for southeast 
Alabama will be 2,000 pounds 
per acre on 204,000 acres. 


BEEF OUTLOOK 


Specialists Richard E. 
Deese and B. G. Ruffin of the 
Extension Service in Auburn 
had this to say recently about 
beef cattle prices. “Nobody 
can predict the future, but if 
feed grain prices remain high 
it is likely that more cattle 
will go to slaughter off grass 
or at weaning and those that 
go to the feed lot will go in 
at heavier weights and stay 
there for shorter periods of 
time. This kind of situation 
puts Alabama and the South- 
east in a more favorable posi- 
tion than other areas of the 
county in that we have the nat- 
ural . resources to produce 
large quantities of forages at 
relatively low costs. Feed 
grains are too expensive to put 
into lightweight calves and 
growing calves to heavier 
weights on forage will likely 
become a more important 
phase of the beef industry. 
Cattle producers of Alabama 
should study the possibilities 
of incorporating annual winter 
grazing ‘crops and silage pro- 
duction into other crop rota- 
tion systems for use in grow- 
ing calves to heavier wei- 
ghts!!” 


RYE SEED 


There is a new law on the 
books prohibiting the sale of 
unadapted rye seed. The State 
Board of Agriculture met June 
28th and adopted two regula- 
tions pertaining to rye seed. 
They are as follows: 

35. Rye seed produced in a 
northern state or having a nor- 
thern origin shall not be sold

in the State of Alabama. The 
term “nothern origin” shall 
mean all states north of North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Arkan- 
Sas, Oklahoma and north and 
west of Texas. 

36. All whole grain rye sold, 
offered or exposed for sale in 
Alabama during the period of 
time beginning September 1 
and ending December 31 of 
each year shall be labeled as 
seed rye and must meet all 
requirements of the Alabama 
Seed Law and Rules and Re- 
gulations; except, however, 
whole grain rye may be mixed 
with other grain at a rate of 
not less than ten per cent 
(10%) of other grain and may 
be sold during the above pro- 
hibitive period, provided such 
mixture is labeled as com- 
mercial feed and shows the 
percentage of each kind of 
grain present and shall also 
comply with all provisions of 
the Alabama Feed Law. 

This law if adherred to 
should help Coffee County 
farmers get much better rye 
seed.

Point System To 


Be Used In 
Duck Hunting 


Conservation Cominis- 
sioner Claude D. Kelley an- 
nounced recently that the 
regular season for duck 
hunting in Alabama will open 
at Noon, local time, on Decem- 
ber 4 and close at sunset on 
January 20. Canvasback and 
redhead season will remain 
closed in Baldwin and Mobile 
Counties. 

Kelley also noted that the 
goose season will open on Nov- 
ember 12 and continue through 
January 20. The bag limit on 
geese is five a day to include 
not more than one Canada 
goose, These dates will be 
in effect for all of Alabama with 
the exception of the Pickwick, 
Wilson, and Wheeler Reser- 
yoirs west of U.'S. Highway 31 
where the season will be Dec- 
ember 4 - January 20 and in 
Barbour and Russell Counties, 
where there will be no open 
season. 

Game and Fish Division 
Director Charles Kelley stated 
that Alabama has adopted the 
point system in lieu of the reg- 
ular bag limit after careful 
consideration of both methods 
of determining daily and 
possession. bag limits. He 
stated that Louisiana and Flo- 
rida have utilized the point 
system during the past season 
and duck hunters in those 
states were well pleased with 
it. 

The point values for 
species and sexes takenareas 
follows: The canvasback and 
redhead count 100 points each; 
the hen mallard, woodduck, 
black duck and hooded mergan- 
ser count 90 points each; the 
drake mallard, ringneck and 
mottled duck count 35 points 
each. All other species of 
ducks count 15 points each, 
The daily bag limit is reached 
when the point value of the 
last bird taken added to the 
sum of the point values of the 
other birds already taken 
during that day equals or ex- 
ceeds 100 points. The poss- 
ession limit is the maximum 
number of birds of species 
and sexes which could have 
legally been taken in twodays. 

Kelley added that Alabama 
chose the point system inorder 
to give the duck hunter an op- 
portunity to increase his bag 
limit by selectively shoot- 
ing only certain species and 
sexes. Also by using the point 
system it was possible to ex- 
tend the duck season eight 
days. 

Alabama will again have a 
special nine day teal season, 
beginning September 21 and 
continuing through September 
29, with a daily bag limit of 4 
and a possession limit of 8. 
The coot season for the 1974- 
75 season sill run consecutive- 
ly with the duck season with the 
season opening on December 4 
and closing January 20. The 
bag limit will be 15 per day 
and 30 in possession.

John Hill, Covington Elec- 
tric General Manager, discus- 
sed 1973 operations of the Co- 
operative, pointing out that new 
records were set in many ar- 
eas, with sales of over 152 
million KWH and revenues in 
excess of $2.8 million 

Hill stated the Cooperative 
repaid over $229,000 on its 
loans during 1973, with tax 
expenses amounting to more 
than $125,000 He detaiied 
progress on a system improve- 
ment project, under which al 
most $1 million was invested 
in upgrading system facilities 
last year 

The major part of his re- 
port, however, was devoted to 
discussing what he termed 
“tremendous” price increases 
in all items of material, equip- 
ment and supplies required by 
the Cooperative. He pointed 
out that many items had incre-

Hill also reported on a 70 per 
cent increase in wholesale po- 
wer costs being sought by Ala- 
bama Power Company, and the 
adverse impact this would have 
on Covington Electric’s opera- 
tions 

The General Manager stated 
the ‘‘enormous"’ wholesale rate 
increase being sought b y Ala- 
bama Power would go into ef- 
fect, subject to refund, in De- 
cember of this year, pending 
hearings and a later ruling by 
the Federal Power Commission 
in Washington D.C., which has 
jurisdiction over wholesale el- 
ectric power rates. 

This will require Covington 
Electric to institute a substan- 
tial rate increase before the end 
of this year (1974) Hill said. 
He added that studies were 
under way at the present time 
to determine the amount of 
rate adjustment which would 
be necessary, and pledged that 
“rates will be held to the lo- 
west level possible, which will 
permit the Cooperative to re-

The Right Way To Fall 

The National Safety Coun- 
cil reports that two-thirds 
of all home falls which result 
in death occur at floor level. 
It’s usually a small things 
that causes the fall - - a 
wrinkle in the carpet, a toy 
left on the floor, a spot of 
water on the linoleum. 

Stairway falls rank second 
in home accidents, Some caus- 
es are missing the last step 
in the mistaken belief that 
one has reached the bottom 
of the stairs, inattention, lack 
of reliable handrails, and poor 
visability. Where lighting can’t 
be improved, paint a white 
stripe at the edge of the step. 

If you feel yourself falling 
try to relax - - go limp and 
roll as you fall to lessen the 
impact, _ 
Frozen Cooked Foods 

Don’t hold frozen cooked 
foods too long. Frozen cooked 
foods. should be used within 
two tothree months at the long- 
est. 

Cook your food for freez- 
ing three-quarters done if it 
is to be frozen. Cooking will 
be completed when the food is 
reheated. Package in mois- 
ture-vapor-proof freezer con- 
tainers. Remove all air. Then 
seal, label and date. 

Be sure to freeze cooked 
food quickly. This stops 
cooking and retains natural 
flavor, texture and color. 
Quick cooling also slows bac- 
terial growth. Freeze and 
store cooked foods at zero 
degrees, Sometimes ingred- 
ients of some dishes may cause 
changes in the dish during 
freezing and thawing, 

For example, sauces made 
with a lot of fat tend to separ- 
are when frozen. Use a 
smaller portion of fat to pre- 
vent separation. Mayonnaise 
or other dressings with oil 
also separate when frozen. 
Cooked salad dressing or 
cream cheese mixtures tendto 
freeze better. 

Puddings, fillings and sau- 
ces thickened with flour tend 
to break down and become wat- 
ery when frozen, But, thicken- 
ing agents such as gelatin and 
cornstarch are better to use. 

You'll want to remember 
this fact about hard cooked 
eggs. To prevent the tough- 
ness that occurs in frozen hard 
cooked egg whites, mash 
through a seive before includ- 
ing in dishes to be frozen. Add 
crumb and cheese toppings to 
casseroles just before freez 
ing. 


Mulch 

Soon it will be time to 
get your shrubbery beds and 
gardens cleaned up and ready 
for the winter season. Many 
of your disease and insect 
ills can be controlled to a 
certain extent by cleaning up 
dead leaves, twigs and other 
refuse from the shrub borders 
and flower beds. By cleaning 
your garden up this month, 
you will destroy the ideal place 
for disease spores andinsects 
to overwinter. 

If the mulch around your 
shrubs has been there for

Mulching holds 
moisture, protects the plant 
from cold, helps control 
weeds, and gives the shrub 
border a clean, neat appear- 
ance 


Grocery Shopping 

Grocery shopping these 
days is too often an expensive 
and trying experience, But, by 
using your head and following 
some tips, youcanstretch your 
food dollars. 

Don’t shop on an empty sto- 
mach, Shopping when you're 
hungry always makes you buy 
more food than you really need. 

Remember that conven- 
ience foods--those prepared in 
advance--just have to cost 
more than those you fix your- 
self, 

Look out for packages that 
look big but may contain less 
value than smaller packages 

Buy store brands whenev- 
er possible. But don't pass 
up name brand specials, which 
can often save you a large a- 
mount. 

Make sure when _ buying 
meat that you consider the 
amount of fat, gristle or bone 
which can’t be eaten when fig- 
uring the true cost per pound. 

Stay away from convenience 
size packages for foods such 
as dry cereal, snack foods and 
canned juices. Often you pay 
more for the packaging than 
what's inside. 


The Ice Cube 

Refrigerators contain a 
handy aid for minor injuries 
and irritations. It’s the ice 
cube, of course, and it works 
this way: 

For a Sliver ina sensitive 
fingertip, place the finger on 
ice until it’s numb, then lift 
out the sliver painlessly with 
a needle sterilized in a match 
flame, 

Sometimes ice canrelievea 
backache that is due to simple 
muscular strain 

Put a burned finger in cold 
water in which a few ice cubes 
have been floated, or apply ice 
directly over a burn until the 
sting is no longer felt (this 
keeps down swelling and blis- 
ters), 

Ice helps stop bleeding, both 
the visible kind and that under 
the skin from a bruise 

An ice cube held against 
a wound until the doctor ar- 
rives can reduce the danger 
of infection. 

Ice is not dangerous be- 
cause it refrigerates tissues 
without freezing them.

J.ast fall it was a water line on the Curtis Road complete with 
fire plugs but alas, no water. This time it was a rural fire at 
Burin Bowers Store and after the firemen unrolled their hoses 
and braced to counter the pressure from the force of the water - 
alas again there was no water in the fire truck eight miles from 
town!! 


As with the Curtis Road case, it seemed useless to try finding 
anyone to point a finger at and say “you did it”. Firemen blame 
others and the others deny any knowledge of the matter. 

It was diScovered Friday however that a small hole had been 
knocked in the water tank on the NO. 2 fire truck and the water 
had leaked out. This has been repaired and both fire trucks are 
working fine. 


The dry fire plug incident resulted in periodic inspections of 
all fire plugs in Elba. The episode Thursday night will prob- 
ably result in a more complete check list by the fire depart- 
ment to insure all equipment is in good working order. Fire 
Chief Charles Cox and Mayor Ziglar have already begun some 
preliminary work on this matter. Apparently first reports that 
the city crews used the trucks in their work and failed to refill 
themareunfounded. 


Fire Chief Cox reported that standard procedure when the city 
needed the water pressure and hoses that only the fire trucks 
can provide, either he or. a fireman he assigns to the project 
takes the truck to the work area and stays with it until the job 
is complete and returns the truck to the fire station. 


Now that our feet are wet, ( no reflection to the empty weet 
we may as well wade off into deep water and with some direc 
criticism of the fireman. Since we are not experts and they 
themselves are all volunteering to help a neighbor in need, we 
tone down our criticism to “observations” for them to consider 
at their next fire drill. 


We use for an example the Bowers Store fire. Picture if you 
will the fire has passed its peak. The fire trucks have made 
several trips to get more water. People and vehicles are all 
around in the dark (forget that most have no busigess there, 
for this case just remember THEY ARE THERE). re truc 
comes back with another tank of water and drives mK the area 
very fast, assuming (1) none of these vehicles will mova. (2) none 
of the fireman or bystanders in the dark will walk out in front of 
the truck (3) The situation is the same as when the fireman left 
for more water and the truck is safe in the same place (4) the 
brakes will hold and he won’t meet our first three hazards on 
he other side of his planned stopping place. 


‘hese men are dedicated to saving lives and property but maybe 
the trama of such situations causes them to save seconds in ways 
tha* -culd destroy even more lives and property. Think about it - 
is tne life ot aneighbor who walked up to offer any help or may- 
be motorists who stopped to avoid getting in the way of a fire- 
man, or the life of another fireman worth the split second of 
extra speed to save the charred half of a burning rafter? We 
think not. :

a political convention, Pre- 
sident Ford's political philoso- 


k phy, his financial status and 


every other aspect of his pri- 
vate and public life have un- 
dergone a closer public view- 
ing than if he had been nom- 
inated and run under the banner 
of a national political party. 

As a member of the Senate 
Rules Committee which, just 
last October and November, 
held hearings on Mr. Ford's 
qualifications for the Vice Pre- 
sidency after he was nominated 
by President Nixon, I canattest 
to the thoroughness of the pub- 
lic exposure given him. 

Senator after Senator asked 
Mr. Ford penetrating questions 
about his health, his finances, 
his personal friendships, his 
innermost family secrets--all 
of which he answered openly 
and forthrightly.

PRAY spec- 
ifically for the needs of the 
congregation, the minister of 
music, the accompanists, the 
pastor, and the Word. Ask God 
to increase your desire for 
worship. 

2. Allow enough time to be 
punctual. Rushing toget ready, 
driving with an upset family, 
and coming late, all greatly 
diminishes your desire for 
worship. 

3. Enter the sanctuary rever- 
ently and quietly. Take your 
Bible or Hymnal and read a 
verse, then bow in prayer to 
commit yourself to the ser- 
vice. 

4. If you are early--don’t sit 
on the back row of pews. God 
forward and leave the back 
places for those latecomers 
5. If you do come in late, let 
the usher seat you or either 
wait until an appropriate time 
to be seated. Don't disturbthe

7, 1867, a pair of resolutions 
were introduced calling for 
Judiciary Committee investi- 
gations and impeachment ofthe 
President, However, the House, 
by a 57-108 vote December 7, 
1867, rejected a committee re- 
solution impeaching the Presi- 
dent, primarily because no spe- 
cific crime was alleged to have 
been committed. 

Radical Republican opposi- 
tion to Johnson continued to run 
high however, because he con- 
tinued to interfer with the ef- 
forts of Federal Commanders 
to enforce the military recon- 
struction procedures directed 
against white landowners inthe 
South and others. Johnson 
opposed the 14th Amendment 
and had virtually advised Ala- 
bama against ratifying it. 

There were numerous other 
events that led to Johnson’s 
eventual impeachment, but the 
formal case was his disregard 
of a non-criminal statute, the 
Tenure of Office Act. With 
tension mounting over John- 
son's reluctant attitude to pun- 
ish the South during recon- 
struction, Congress had passed 
the act to forbid the President 
from removing Radical Repub- 
licans from their appointed of- 
fices. Johnson believed the act 
to be unconstitutional, so he 
vetoed it. Congress nonethe- 
less mustered the necessary 
two-thirds to override the veto 
March 2, 1867, and the stage 
was set for conflict. 

On January 22, 1868, the 
House, by a 99-31 vote adopted 
a resolution authorizing the 
Committee on Reconstruction 
to “inquire what combinations 
have been made or attempted 
ito be made to obstruct the due 
execution of the laws...” To 
help the committee, the House, 
on February 10, 1868, referred 
to it the impeachment evidence 
gathered in 1867. Then, on Feb- 
ruary 21st, Johnson formally 
dismissed Secretary of War 
Edwin Stanton, a leading Radi- 
cal sympathizer and the key 
element in the enforcement of 
vicious reconstruction. The 
dismissal violated the Tenure 
of Office Act which required 
Senate concurrence in the re- 
moval, as well as the appoint- 
ment, of certain officers, and 
which made violation of the act 
a “high misdemeanor.” 

The Radical Republicans 
had laid their trap well. The 
day after Johnson moved 
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against Stanton, the Committee 
on Reconstruction recommend- 
ed impeachment of the Presi- 
dent. And, on February 24, 
1868, the House, by a 128-47 
vote adopted a committee re- 
solution impeaching Johnson, 
and by a 124-42 vote, appoint- 
ea committee to draw upart- 
icles of impeachment. In 4 


‘series of votes March second 


and third, the House adopted 
the articles, charging the Pre- 
sident with violating the Tenure 
of Office Act and attacking 
Congress in a series of spee- 
ches. y 

The impeachment trial 
opened March 30, 1868. There 
were seven House Managers 
who presented the House case 
against Johnson to the Senate. 
The President did not appear 
at the trial, but was represent- 
ed by a team of lawyers headed 
by Henry Standbery, who had 
resigned as Attorney General 
to lead the defense. 

After weeks of argument) 
and testimony, the Senate, May> 
16, 1868, took a test vote on 
Article XI, a general, catch- 
all charge ,regarding “harran- 
gues” against Congress, th- 
ought by the House Managers 
most likely to produce a vote 
for conviction. The drama of 
that vote has become legendary. 
With 36 “guilty’s” needed for 
conviction, the final count 
was guilty, 35, not guilty, 19. 
Stunned by the setback, Senate 
opponents of the President 
postponed further voting until 
May 26, 1868. Votes were 
then taken on Articles two and 
three which dealt with the vio- 
lation of the Tenure of Office 
Act. By identical 35-19 votes, 
Johnson was acquitted on these 
charges. 

To head off further defeats 
for Johnson opponents, Senator 
George Williams of Oregon 
moved to adjourn Sine Die, and 
the motion was adopted 35-16, 
abruptly ending the trial. * 

As well as showing how the 
impeachment process works, 
the trial of Andrew Johnson 
is «diso the best example of 
how the Congress ofthe day can 
arbitrarily decide to impeach 
a President because his opin- 
ions are not the opinions of 
the majority of the Congress. 
However, the final outcome of 
the Johnson trial also makes 
it clear that impeachment must 
not be a political tool for ar- 
bitrary removal ofa President.

Catfish Farming For Commercial 


Enterprises 


Mrs. Fleenor is not happy 
without just cause - as youmay 
see the string of catfish she has 
just caught from  Lowery’s 
Pond, averaging around 8 pou- 
nds each. Mr. Lowery has been 
a cooperator with the Coffee Co- 
unty Soil & Water Conservation 
District for many years. Hehas 
received assistance from the 
Soil Conservation Service in es- 
tablishing these recreation ent- 
erprises primarily for comm- 
ercial use. He has also recei- 
ved assistance in cropland pla- 
nning; pasture management; and 
woodland management. 


Thé Lowery’s own and oper- 
ate 23 channel catfish ponds, to- 
taling 50 acres of water area. 
Along with his ponds, he ope- 
mates a restaurant whichcaters 
to ‘Southern Fried Catfish’’, 
caught from his own ponds. 


Mr. Lowery 1s the largest 
catfish producer in Coffee Cou- 
nty. He has a fish-out opera- 
tion and also raises fingerlings 
which are used to stock new 
ponds, Catfish farming is a 
‘‘crop'’ that requires careful 
land-use and conservation plan- 
ning. There are 935 such enter- 
prises throughout the United 
States. 


Channel catfish is one of the 
most desirable species of fish 
to raise commercially. It sur- 
vives well and converts feed 
more economically than any 
other species. Some experi- 
ments have shown feed convers- 
ion rates as low as 1.25 pounds 
of feed per pound of fish. The 
average is less than 2.5 to 1. 
Beef requires about 8 pounds 
of feed per pound of beef, which 
suggest that fish should be a 
cheaper source of protein. 


The future development of an 
important commercial catfish 
industry in Coffee County will 
probably depend on the estab- 
lishment of adequate and dep- 
endable marketing channels. 
This will result in a much lar- 
ger proportion of fish moving 
into commercial markets thr- 
ough processing plants. These 
new processing plants will also 
boost the economy of our area 
by employing local people to do 
the work required in processing 
these fsh. 


The Coffee County Soil & Wa- 
ter Conservation District com- 
mends ‘‘Conservation Farmers 
Rex Lowery and Sons’’, as be- 
ing one of Coffee County’s first 
pioneers in this relatively new 
type of farming.

PEANUT HARVESTING 


Sometime after the middle 
of August Coffee County pea- 
nut growers usually begin 
thinking about harvesting 
Trips will be made to the 
peanut field more frequently 
to pull up vines not only to 
examine them but to check 
on the maturity of the nuts. 
Growers who are using the 
newer and better fungicides 
and applying them properly are 
able to keep vines in shape 
longer. This means that the 
peanuts can remain in the 
ground longer and mature 
more. 

Anderson Peanut Company 
in Opp tells me that they us- 
ually get their first peanuts 
of the season from western 
Coffee County, and in most 
cases these peanuts are im- 
mature and are not ready for 
harvest. It is always difficult 
to know exactly when to dig 
peanuts, but most farmers do 
an excellent jobofdetermining 
the best time. Those who ex- 
amine their peanuts frequent- 
ly are in a better position to 
know when to harvest than 
those who simply drive by the 
field and look at the peanuts. 

Peanuts will probably be 
close to a $9 million crop in 
Coffee County this year. The 
mid-August report estimates 
that the yield for southeast 
Alabama will be 2,000 pounds 
per acre on 204,000 acres. 


BEEF OUTLOOK 


Specialists Richard E. 
Deese and B. G. Ruffin of the 
Extension Service in Auburn 
had this to say recently about 
beef cattle prices. “Nobody 
can predict the future, but if 
feed grain prices remain high 
it is likely that more cattle 
will go to slaughter off grass 
or at weaning and those that 
go to the feed lot will go in 
at heavier weights and stay 
there for shorter periods of 
time. This kind of situation 
puts Alabama and the South- 
east in a more favorable posi- 
tion than other areas of the 
county in that we have the nat- 
ural resources to produce 
large quantities of forages at 
relatively low costs. Feed 
grains are too expensive to put 
into lightweight calves and 
growing calves to heavier 
weights on forage will likely 
become a more important 
phase of the beef industry. 
Cattle producers of Alabama 
should study the possibilities 
of incorporating annual winter 
grazing crops and silage pro- 
duction into other crop rota- 
tion systems for use in grow- 
ing calves to heavier wei- 
ghts!!” 


RYE SEED 


There is a new law on the 
books prohibiting the sale of 
unadapted rye seed. TheState 
Board of Agriculture met June 
28th and adopted two regula- 
tions pertaining to rye seed. 
They are as follows: 

35. Rye seed produced in a 
northern state or having a nor- 
thern origin shall not be sold 
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in the State of Alabama. The 
term “nothern origin” shall 
mean all states north of North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma and north and 
west of Texas. 

36. All whole grain rye sold, 
offered or exposed for sale in 
Alabama during the period of 
time beginning September 1 
and ending December 31 of 
each year shall be labeled as 
seed rye and must meet all 
requirements of the Alabama 
Seed Law and Rules and Re- 
gulations; except, however, 
whole grain rye may be mixed 
with other grain at a rate of 
not less than ten per cent 
(10%) of other grain and may 
be sold during the above pro- 
hibitive period, provided such 
mixture is labeled as com- 
mercial feed and shows the 
percentage of each kind of 
grain present and shall also 
comply with all provisions of 
the Alabama Feed Law. 

This law if adherred to 
should help Coffee County 
farmers get much better rye 
seed.

Point System To 


Be Used In 
Duck Hunting 


Conservation Comiunis- 
sioner Claude D. Kelley an- 
nounced recently that the 
regular season for duck 
hunting in Alabama will open 
at Noon, local time, on Decem- 
ber 4 and close at sunset on 
January 20. Canvasback and 
redhead season will remain 
closed in Baldwin and Mobile 
Counties. 

Kelley also noted that the 
goose season will open on Nov- 
ember 12 and continue through 
January 20. The bag limit on 
geese is five a day to include 
not more than one Canada 
goose. These dates will be 
in effect for all of Alabama with 
the exception of the Pickwick, 
Wilson, and Wheeler Reser- 
voirs west of U.'S. Highway 31 
where the season will be Dec- 
ember 4 - January 20 and in 
Barbour and Russell Counties, 
where there will be no open 
season. 

Game and Fish Division 
Director Charles Kelley stated 
that Alabama has adopted the 
point system in lieu ofthe reg- 
ular bag limit after careful 
consideration of both methods 
of determining daily and 
possession bag limits. He 
stated that Louisiana and Flo- 
rida have utilized the point 
system during the past season 
and duck hunters in those 
states were well pleased with 
it. 

The point values for 
species and sexes takenareas 
follows: The canvasback and 
redhead count 100 points each; 
the -hen mallard, woodduck, 
black duck and hooded mergan- 
ser count 90 points each; the 
drake mallard, ringneck and 
mottled duck count 35 points 
each. All other species of 
ducks count 15 points each. 
The daily bag limit is reached 
when the point value of the 
last bird taken added to the 
sum of the point values of the 
other birds already taken 
during that day equals or ex- 
ceeds 100 points. The poss- 
ession limit is the maximum 
number of birds of species 
and sexes which could have 
legally been taken in twodays. 

Kelley added that Alabama 
chose the point system in order 
to give the duck hunter an op- 
portunity to increase his bag 
limit by selectively shoot- 
ing only certain species and 
sexes. Also by using the point 
system it was possible to ex- 
tend the duck season eight 
days. 

Alabama will again have a 
special nine day teal season, 
beginning September 21 and 
continuing through September 
29, with a daily bag limit of 4 
and a possession limit of 8. 
The coot season for the 1974- 
75 season sill run consecutive- 
ly with the duck season with the 
season opening on December 4 
and closing January 20. The 
bag limit will be 15 per day 
and 30 in possession.

John Hill, Covington Elec- 
tric General Manager, discus- 
sed 1973 operations of the Co- 
operative, pointing out that new 
records were set in many ar- 
eas, with sales of over 152 
million KWH and revenues in 
excess of $2.8 million 

Hill stated the Cooperative 
repaid over $229,000 on its 
loans during 1973, with tax 
expenses amounting to more 
than $125,000. He detaiied 
progress on a system improve- 
ment project, under which al 
most $1 million was invested 
in upgrading system facilities 
last year 

The major part of his re 
port, however, was devoted to 
discussing what he termed 
“tremendous” price increases 
in all items of material, equip- 
ment and supplies required by 
the Cooperative. He pointed 
out that many items had incre- 
sed more than 100 per cent in 
cost over the past two years

Hill also reported on a 70 per 
cent increase in wholesale po- 
wer costs being sought by Ala- 
bama Power Company, and the 
adverse impact this would have 
on Covington Electric’s opera- 
tions. 

The General Manager stated 
the ‘‘enormous”’ wholesale rate 
increase being sought b y Ala- 
bama Power would go into ef- 
fect, subject to refund, in De- 
cember of this year, pending 
hearings and a later ruling by 
the Federal Power Commission 
in Washington D.C., which has 
jurisdiction over wholesale el- 
ectric power rates. 

This will require Covington 
Electric to institute a substan- 
tial rate increase before the end 
of this year (1974) Hill said. 
He added that studies were 
under way at the present time 
to determine the amount of 
rate adjustment which would 
be necessary, and pledged that 
“rates will be held to the lo- 
west level possible, which will 
permit the Cooperative to re-

The Right Way To Fall 

The National Safety Coun- 
cil reports that two-thirds 
of all home falls which result 
in death occur at floor level. 
It’s usually a small things 
that causes the fall - - a 
wrinkle in the carpet, a toy 
left on the floor, a spot of 
water on the linoleum. 

Stairway falls rank second 
in home accidents. Some caus- 
es are missing the last step 
in the mistaken belief that 
one has reached the bottom 
of the stairs, inattention, lack 
of reliable handrails, and poor 
visability. Where lighting can’t 
be improved, paint a white 
Stripe at the edge of the step. 

If you feel yourself falling 
try to relax - - go limp and 
roll as you fall to lessen the 
impact, _ 


Frozen Cooked Foods 

Don't hold frozen cooked 
foods too long. Frozen cooked 
foods should be used within 
two tothree months at the long- 
est. 

Cook your food for freez- 
ing three-quarters done if it 
is to be frozen. Cooking will 
be completed when the food is 
reheated. Package in mois- 
ture-vapor-proof freezer con- 
tainers, Remove all air. Then 
seal, label and date. 

Be sure to freeze cooked 
food quickly. This stops 
cooking and retains natural 
flavor, texture and color, 
Quick cooling also slows bac- 
terial growth. Freeze and 
store cooked foods at zero 
degrees. Sometimes ingred- 
ients of some dishes may cause 
changes in the dish during 
freezing and thawing. 

For example, sauces made 
with a lot of fat tend to separ- 
are when frozen. Use a 
smaller portion of fat to pre- 
vent separation. Mayonnaise 
or other dressings with oil 
also separate when frozen. 
Cooked salad dressing or 
cream cheese mixtures tendto 
freeze better. 

Puddings, fillings and sau- 
ces thickened with flour tend 
to break down and become wat- 
ery when frozen, But, thicken- 
ing agents such as gelatin and 
cornstarch are better to use. 

You'll want to remember 
this fact about hard cooked 
eggs. To prevent the tough- 
hess that occurs in frozen hard 
cooked egg whites, mash 
through a seive before includ- 
ing in dishes to be frozen. Add 
crumb and cheese toppings to 
casseroles just before freez- 
ing. 


Mulch 

Soon it will be time to 
get your shrubbery beds and 
gardens cleaned up and ready 
for the winter season. Many 
of your disease and insect 
ills can be controlled to a 
certain extent by cleaning up 
dead leaves, twigs and other 
refuse from the shrub borders 
and flower beds. By cleaning 
your garden up this month, 
you will destroy the ideal place 
for disease spores and insects 
to overwinter. 

If the mulch around your 
shrubs has been there for

For a sliver ina sensitive 
fingertip, place the finger on 
ice until it’s numb, then lift 
out the sliver painlessly with 
a needle sterilized in a match 
flame.

Put a burned finger in cold

SCHOOLS ANNOUNCE 


The Elba City Board of Education and The Coffee County 
Board of Education recently announced the free meal, free 
milk and reduced-price meal policy for school children unable 
to pay the full price of meals served in schools under the 
National School Lunch, School Breakfast and Special Milk Pro- 
grams. 

Local school officials’ have adopted the following family- 
size income criteria for use in determining eligibility. 

Children from families whose income is at or below those 
shown are eligible for free meals, free milk and/or reduced- 
price meals. In addition, families not meeting this criteria 
but with other unusual expenses due to unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, spe- 
cial education expenses due to the mental or physical condition 


_ of a child, and disaster or casualty losses are urged to apply. 


They may do so by filling in the application forms sent home 
with a letter to parents. Additional copies are available at 
the principal’s office in each school. The information provided 
mn the application will be confidential and will be used only for 
he purpose of determining eligibility. Applications may be 
submitted any time during the school year.
